on a previous evening, and had agreed to 
aocompany them to the theatre. The ovi 
dance ol Ihe Police wenl to show that the 
prisoners were dro-aed in a fasbiooable man- 
ner ns women — in faot, they appeared to- lay 
in Court attired aa they were at tho theatre 
last nigbt, 

Bjuiton was drcised in a fashionable 
crimson silk : trimmed with white lace.

Ho hul braoo- 
ints, anil a white luce shawl round his ghoul 
dem. Park wore a (.-rueo satio dross with 
pannier, flaxen wig curled, while kid gloves 
hracoluis, und a black laoe shawl over his 
shoulder'. Ou their rooms being searched, 
quantities of women's olotbiog and jewolry 
ware lound, a8 well as a nuiU 'Or of chignoni 
There were also photographs of the pri -oners, 
dressed as women in various slylos.

The Frcncli hmperor's Speech ou Hie 
Pitbisciluoii 

(By Telegrapb.) • 

Pauis, May 21.— Tho following is the 
Emperor's speech in reply to tlio ad- 
droBs of the Legislative bodies ou tho 
presentation of tho result of the voto on 
tho plebiscitwn : 

Sirs :— Receiving from your hands tho 
result of this vote, my first, impulso its 
to oxpicfis my gratitude to the JNutinn 
which thUB renews to me, for the 
fourth time in twenty years, tho signal 
ovidonco tf iia confidence. UniverBul 
BnftYugs, the elouients of which change 
niicousiiigly, nevertheleBS accomplinbos 
its purposes always; it, has for its guides 
und traditions the fidelity of its sym- 
pathies. Tho plebisciium had for its Bole 
object the ratification by tbo pooplo of 
constitutional reform, but amdist a con- 
flict of opinions ond in tho struggle 
lot, ua not regret this. Tho adversaries 
of our institutions made the question 
one botweon tbo Empire and a rovolti" 
Lion. Tho nation has settled tho quuS" 
lion in favor of that nyatotn which 
guarantees order and liberty. 

To-day tho Empire ia strong, but 
it Will allow its strength by i's modera- 
tion. My Government will execute 
tho laws without partiality or weak. 
no>s .- it will not, deviate f roiu the li"n 
marked out f"r it respecting all the 
lights of its subjacts ; it will protect 
them all, and all lhoj r interests, with- 
out thought of diHsemintr rotes or hos- 
tile movements. It will also canso the 
natioua] will to be resrected, and will 
hold it ohovo nil controversy. 

Freed from the cons! itutional ques- 
tions which have kept them apart, its 
b?Bt spirits will now havo bot ono pur- 
pose— to rnl'y around tho Coustitu ion 
which tho country'haR sanctioned. Hon- 
est persons of all parties will now unito 
in rfforts to ."ot'teu tho asporhios of par- 
tisat feeling to savo social rolulions 
from tho contaminations of false doc« 
trinei and aid, by all moans tho prosper- 
ity ot Franco. 

I thank you, gentlemen, (or tho aid 
you havo given mo on this occasion ; 
the voos which ratify those of 1848, 
1851, and 1854 roafhrm your powers, 
and fgjvo you, like mo, lorce to look for 
ihefutire. Now, more than ovor, may 
wo bo tearless of tho future, for who can 
oppose the progressive march of tho 
regime whioh tho aggrogate people 
fouudod amid political troubles, and 
which isthus fortified in an era if peace 
and liberty ? 

Tho city will bo'JIIumitiated this even 
ingin honor of tho favorablo results of 
the vote. 

We stiall labor to diffuse; instruction 
to simplify administrative measures, lo 
introduce) provision;* in favor of tho agri- 
cultural interest, and develop public 
works. Wo shall give our lima to tho 
reduction, lo tho best distributive, ol 
taxatbn. Such is our programme which 
it realized, will incroaso tho progress of 
civilization.

Warning to Fishers iu 
Waters, 



(From the Now Vork World.) 

Tho Secretary of tho Treasury has 
addressed an olaborato circular to Cus- 
toms ana Revenue oflicors, tbo infor- 
mation contained in which is to be com- 
munidatel to masters of vessels fishing 
on the ooast. lit says that tho auth- 
orities of tho Dominion of Canada havo 
terminated Gio system ol granting licen- 
ses' to foreign vessels to fish within 
three maiiue miles of the shores 
thereof, except on tho southern coast of 
Newfoundland, between Capo Ray and 
the Kamean Islands; on iho western 
and DOrtbort Ooast of Newfoundland, 
from Capo Eay to the Qairpon Islands; 
on tho shore) of the Magdalen Islands ; 
und Irom Mount Joy to and through 
the Straits of Belle Isle indefinitely to 
the northward. Fish may nlso ho cur- 
ed and dried oil any portion of the 
coast above described, except where 
there aro set'Jeraeut", when previous 
permission muit bo obtained from thj 
inhabitants. Warning is also given 
that, by the Canadian law of May 2'2 t 
1868, any officer oi the Bt iti'-h Govern- 
ment, employed ill tba service of pro- 
locttiig tbo fisheries, may go ou board 
ot auy vessel within any harbour of Can- 
ada, or hovering within threo marine 
miles of Iho coast, and stay on board us 
lung as she may icmain within such 
a plaoo or diatutice. Also, if kucIi a 
vessel shall ba^o been required to de- 
part, bho will rontlor horsoli liable to ho 
seized and brought into port, her car- 
go roarobod, and the master required, 
under a penalty of four hundred dollars 
in case ol refusal, to answer truthfully 
all questions put to him touching tho 
cargo and voyago. Adso il buoIi a vessel 
bo louud fishing, or preparing lo fish, or, 
to have buen lisbing, within threo mu- 
rino miles of tho Canadian oust not 
included within the above naiuod limit-, 
without a licen.so, she shall bo forfeited', 
with all hor stores at.d appurtenances 
Any person opposing auy ollicer in the 
execution ot bis duty under the Cana- 
dian law 6liall forfeit to that Govern- 
ment eight hundred dollars, and b'e im- 
prisoned lor a term not excoediug two 
yoirs.
